many’s fate as a political force may 
be determined today by the vote 
of 1,000,000 enrolled Republicans 
and Democrats In a mayoralty pri­ 
mary contest of extraordinary bit­ 
terness. 
The outcome of their election 
also may have far-reaching import 
and national interest in both major 
parties. 
There are three major candi­ 
dates: 
Mayor Fiorello H. La Guardia, 
fusion, pro-new deal incumbent, I* 
a candidate for the Republican 
nomination, his opponent is United 
States Sen. Royal S. Copeland, toe 
of many new deal policies. 
Sen. Copeland is also, as the de­ 
signee of Tammany, a candidate 
for 
the 
Democratic 
nomination, 
where his only opponent is Jere­ 
miah T. Mahoney, president of the 
A.A.U., choice of the four pro-new 
deal Democratic borough leaders of 
the city (Tammany is restricted to 
M anhattan). 
Norman Thomas Is unopposed 
for the Socialist nomination. 
A last minute development was 
the sudden growth, admittedly in 
Tammany strongholds, of a move­ 
m ent to write in La Guardian 
nam e on the Democratic ballots. 
Smith Attacks La Guardis 
Form er Gov. Alfred E. Smith in 
the windup speech in behalf of 
Copeland contented himself with 
an attack on the La Guardia admin- 
istration for “high taxes’’ but made 
no mention of the Ku Klux Klan. 
Copeland 
campaign 
headquarters 
had announced he would discuss 
the subject but Smith said he had 
bad no such intention. 
The Klan was injected into the 
campaign by Copeland following 
renewed 
charges 
that 
Supreme 
Court Justice Hugo L. Black was 
a member of the order. 
The sena­ 
tor asserted Mahoney, ae a new 
dealer, was upholding the appoint­ 
ment of a member of the Klan to 
the bench. 
Mahoney retorted that 
Copeland had received Klan sup­ 
port in 1928. 
Copeland repudiated 
the Klan following the announce­ 
ment of Imperial Hiram W. Evans 
that he approved Copeland's candi­ 
dacy. 
Each candidate confidently pre­ 
dicted his own election, and their 
supporters today produced the usu­ 
al tables of figures to prove their 
claims of victory. 
La Guardia, pro-new dealer and 
liberal, confined his primary cam­ 
paign to a single speech to Repub­ 
lican women in which he said he 
would not “beg” the Republican 
nomination and that he would cam­ 
paign solely on a platform of “hon­ 
est, 
efficient 
municipal 
govern­ 
ment.” 
Tammany Future In Balance 
A crushing Tammany defeat in 
this election in the view of some 
political expert* might mean the 
end of Tammany. In the past hun­ 
dred years or so since Tammany 
first gained political control of the 
city, the tiger has lost it shout ones 
in a generation to a “reform* ’mayor. 
La Guardia, swept in on the heels 
of the Seabury Investigation, was 
such a mayor. 
Tn the past, how­ 
ever, Tammany has merely bided 
her time, for no “reform’’ mayor 
has lasted more than one term. If 
La Guardia is reelected he will set 
a record. 
But Tammauy suffered doubly 
this time because not only was 
there no local patronage, but the 
Democratic 
national 
adm inistra­ 
tion withheld patronage, too. and a 
revolt brewed. 
Polls open here at 3 p. rn., and 
close at IO, between which hours 
no liquor will be sold. Police have 
received drastic warning to pre­ 
serve order and prevent Intimida­ 
tion. Election results are expected 
to be late because paper ballots, 
and not voting machines, will be 
used.

AS DULY SWORN 


Clerk Discloses New Justice 


Has Complied With Office’s 


Legal Requirements 


By Th* Associates Press. 
W A S H I N G T O N , Sept. 16.— 
Charles E. Cropley, clerk of the 
Supreme 
Court, 
disclosed 
today 
that Hugo L. Black already has 
complied with the legal require­ 
ments 
of 
becoming 
a 
Supreme 
Court justice 
by taking a dual 
oath. 
When Black on Aug. 19 pledged 
to uphold the Constitation ju tak­ 
ing the oath of office before C. F. 
Page, senate financial clerk, Crop- 
ley said, be also subscribed to a 
printed departm ent of Justice form 
for use of federal judges. 
It contains besides the constitu­ 
tional oath one pledging impartial 
administration of Justice, and has 
been filed with the justice depart­ 
ment. 
Cropley added, however, that he 
assumed Justice Black will repeat 
the second oath at the bench when 
the Supreme Court begins its fall 
term on Oct. 4. 
‘i t Is always done,” he said. “It 
is not a question of legal com­ 
pliance but of custom.” 
Repercussions continued, mean­ 
while, over allegations that Justice 
Black is a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
Sen. Clark (D) of Missouri said 
in a statem ent he would not have 
voted to confirm Black's nomina­ 
tion ‘if I had been aware of bis 
Klan affiliations.” Rep. McCormack 
(R) of M assachusetts urged a con­ 
gressional inquiry into the justice’s 
qualifications. 
Sen. Bulow (DI of South Da­ 
kota: 
“I know Black personally 
and he’s a pretty nice fellow. Sen 
Bankhead, his colleague, assured 
me that Black had never been a 
member of the Klan.” 
Postm aster W. Cooper Green of 
Birmingham, Ala., associate mana 
ger of Black’s 1932 senate cam­ 
paign. made public a list of per­

China Counter-Attack Drives 
» 
Japanese From Lotien As 


Rain Hampers Troops 


By Th* Am**-lated PreM. 
SHANGHAI. Sept. 16—A cholera 
epidemic reaching grave proportions 
spread through the foreign sectors 
of this war-racked metropolis to­ 
day, striking down more than IOO 
additional victims over night. 
The sweep of the dread plague 
raised the num ber of cases in the 
International 
settlem ent 
and the 
French concession 
alone to 740. 
There are an additional 1.400 sus­ 
pected cases in the two areas. 
in the Chinese sections of the 
city, where war refugees have been 
huddled togethed without even the 
most primitive sanitary provisions, 
the number of cases was believed 
in the thousands. Because of condi­ 
tions it has been impossible even 
to estim ate the number affected 
outside 
the 
settlem ent and 
the 
French concession. 
The great number of those strick­ 
en are Chinese who have been forc­ 
ed into Shanghai 
from the 
war 
zones ringing the city. The native 
population of the foreign sectors 
almost has been doubled by the 
tragic arm y of homeless civilians. 
Only a few foreigners have been 
affected. 
Chinese Counter Attack 
Chinese counter attacked in force 
today from 
the 
center of 
their 
strong Shanghai defense line and 
drove the Japanese from 
battle- 
scarred Lotien, 16 milee northwest 
of the international settlement. 
Despite a steady downpour 
of 
rain, the Chinese trout* were said 
to have broken a mechanised Jap­ 
anese, attack. Countercharging, they 
drove out th e Japanese, who had 
en u red the town with armored oars 
and tanks. 
The Chinees spokesman said that 
the heavy rain bad slackened ac­ 
tivities along 
the entire 
30-mile 
front from Shangahl’e north station 
northwest to the Yangtze river. The 
Japanese, he said, were 
having 
great 
difficulty 
moving 
their 
motorized unite through the mud- 
mired roads. 
Major operations in the Shanghai 
sector can be expected shortly, a 
Japanese 
arm y 
spokesman 
said, 
now that Gen. Iwatie Mitsui, has 
taken over the high command in 
the grea. He indicated that the 
long-heralded big push to drive the 
Chinese into the interior might be 
in the offing. The Japanese strength 
at Shanghai has been variously esti­ 
mated at from 60,000 to 120,000 men. 
Germans Ald Chinese 
The Japanese 
spokesman 
said 
that the Chinese now have 29 di- 
viaiona of 300,000 men in the Shan­ 
ghai and 8oochow areas with 13 
divisions massed in the immediate 
Shanghai area. Two of these, he 
said,, were strongly entrenched in 
the poof ling area across the Whang- 
poo river from Shanghai proper. 
At least one German field officer, 
acting as technical adviser to the 
Chinese commander, is attached to 
each division 
In 
the 
field, while 
other German experts are attached 
to the various 
military organiza­ 
tions in Nanking. 
The highly efficient, unofficial 
general staff of 60 German World 
war veterans Is headed by China’s 
ranking tactician. Gen. Baron Alex­ 
ander Von 
Falkenhausen. 
He is 
working in close cooperation with 
Gen. Then Cheng, chief of the gen­ 
eral staff, and Gen. Pai-8hl, gen 
eral field commander. 


League Pots China s 
Aggression Protest 
In Committee Hands

The potential participation of the 
United States in the revived com­ 
m ittee’s deliberations thus became 
a m atter of the most vital im port­ 
ance here.

t T S bard to know which i» more important—that 


*■ France eau mobilize six million men In IS hours 
or that the railroads w hich rn tke such speedy mobili­ 
zation possible henceforth arc to be nationalized. 
The former fact was disclosed Wednesday when the 
government decreed railroad nationalization. 
From the French point of view t h e r e ’s probably 
no doubt. For better or worse. France is in the 
clutch of the “one big company” boys, with that 
“one big company” to be controlled by the govern­ 
m ent—a political monopoly. 


The United States, which baa been having its ins 
and outs with the same crowd, is going to keep its 
eye on France. It won’t be long till the American 
Evangelists of “one big government,” “one big su­ 
preme court,” ’’one big plan” and “one big happy 
family” will be using France for an example. In 
stead of Great Britain, where they still take Lord 
Macaulay too seriously. 
When that happens it will be interesting to kuow 
more about the French mobilization plaus. too. be­ 
cause by that time six million Frenchman probably 
w ill want to leave home In a hurry—and that manv 
of ’am can't be wrong. 


I T Is not tile intention of this 
I 
column to try to answ er Ihe 
questions post'd above on behalf 
of the American people. Aud It is 
not the busine** of congress nor of 
the President to answer them. Nor

Second, improvement of fishing 
means along 26 miles of three coun­ 
ty creeks, Bull creek, Little Beaver 
and Cold run. 
Easements granting public use 
of the properties involved have al­ 
ready been drawn up, with Reed 
acting as agent for the state with 
farmers or other proprietors of the 
land involved. 
Easement rights provide state 
control of IO feet on either side of 
improved stream s and the same 
distance along the shores of any 
lakes created.

The export biiHineas of ginseng 
for the past IO years ha* averaged 
more 
than 
$2,000,000 
in 
value 
annually, yet IOO acre* of the plant 
under cultivation In this country 
would more than supply the world 
demand any year. The facts of this 
little known but highly lucrative 
industry were revealed by Ray­ 
mond E. Summers, teacher at the 
East Liverpool High school, In a 
talk before the Lions club at the 
Y.M.C.A, Wednesday night. 
American ginseng ie a native 
plant, and grows wild in hard wood

forests from Maine to Minnesota, 
and as far south as Georgia. It is 
a fleshy roofed plant which af. 
tains a height, of from eight to 20 
inches in the mature plant. 
Very little ginseng is need in 
this country. Mr. Summers said 
most of it being sold in China 
where it commands a high price. It 
is cultivated by private growers 
j here, at)d gathered in the woods, 
and is sold to exporters in local 
market* or in New York. 
Mr. Summers described thp cul­ 
ture of the plant. Before it has any 
commercial 
value, 
the 
plant 
Is 
from two to three years old. Each 
plant produces on an average of 
40 
seeds, 
the 
southern 
variety 
having three seeds to a pod, and 
the northern, two. 
The soeds are gathered in the 
fall, and are either 
planted 
or 
allowed to germinate in sand until 
a year from the following spring. 
In describing the domestic culti­ 
vation of the plant, Mr. Summers 
said that It Is planted in beds un­ 
der artificial shade, provided by 
lath 
covered 
fra m e s 
eight 
feet. 
above the bed. The beds have to 
be cultivated to k e e p out weeds 
and must he shaded at leaet one 
fourth of the time the sun is out. 
Fall is considered the hest time 
to plant the seed, but some prefer 
the spring to avoid the mice and 
squirrels, who will dig up the seed* 
for winter food, 
The soil should be naturally dry, 
or drained In the case of beds, 
fairly light, and In a condition to 
grow good vegetables. Sandy soil 
Is not recommended, he said be­ 
cause It grows stringy, hard roots. 
A heavy leaf mold Is used. Mr. 
Summer’s own beds are In the 
woods. He said that he had tried 
the domestic cultivation, but had 
found that the cost of care and 
the lower price received for cul­ 
tivated ginseng made the woods a 
more practical place. 
In HMH, Mr. Summers said, there 
were only 20 acres under cultiva­ 
tion in the United States. Up to 
1004 the cultivated roots sold at a 
higher price than the wild. but 
since then the wild has brought 
more. The price in 1000 was $0 
a pound high and $205 low for the 
wild, and $7 high and $4 low for 
the cultivated, with the total ex­ 
ported crop being valued at $813,- 
710. The highest price paid was $23

a pound In 1320. and In 1323 It 
was selling at $18 a pound for the 
wild and $16 a pound for the cul­ 
tivated, with the total crop valued 
at $1,875,348, or an average of $15 
a pound. Mr. Summers said that 
the current price paid to growers 
was around $15 a pound. 
Mr. Rummer* said that nit bough 
the plants yield good prices, and 
that some roots grow to weigh a 
half pound apiece, there are many 
reasons why there is such a small 
supply. Very few enter the indus­ 
try because, of the. long time it 
fakes to get started, usually seven 
years before the first good crop 
can he sold. There are many dis­ 
eases which destroy the plant, such 
as blights, rot and aerostalagmas 
wilt, and Mr. Summer* said that at 
one time his whole bed was nearly 
wiped out by thieves, who worked 
three days on it, taking all they 
could. 
He said, however, that the root 
can be dug at. almost any time, 
and that once the beds are started 
in the woods, as he has them. they 
can be kept in production all the 
time.

Neither, of course, will bring happi­ 
ness to anybody unless the leader 
has within himself the maU-rlal of 
happiness—any more than Profes­ 
sor Shaw's previous “The Road to 
Culture" would have brought cul­ 
ture to a street urchin. 
Whatever 
culture may be. 
Professor Shaw lies actally writ­ 
ten a collection of short, connect- 
ed essays. 
Hi* point is quit' sim­ 
ple to state, but pretty difficult to 
achieve: 
happiness 
consist* in a 
realization with life. a sort of inte­ 
gration which, of course, can be had 
only by a man not only philosophic, 
but persevering and Intelligent. Pro­

It certainly la 
an annoying and distressing afflic­ 
tion of the skin, causing gn at per­ 
sona] em barrassm ent. Since acne 
attacks young boys and girls at the 
period they are most sensitive, it 
has an unpleasant influence on the 
future of the young sufferer. 
C ontrary to common belief, acne 
is not an incurable affliction. In 
fact, early attention m eans prompt 
care. It is only when It is neg­ 
lected that relief is more difficult. 
In acne there Is a greasy and 
unhealthy appearance of the skin. 
It appears dirty, and. in m any in­ 
stances, I am sorry lo say. It is 
dirty. Any portion of the body may 
he involved hut. as a rule. the face, 
neck and back are the regions eov 
ared with unsightly pimples and 
blackheads. 
Don’t Neglect It 
If the condition is neglected and 
the skin is not cared for as it 
should be. sm all pustules, which 
are collections of pus, m ay appear. 
If these pustules are scratched or 
constantly irritated by being pick­ 
ed at, perm anent disfiguring scars 
m fy result. The disturbance may 
spread to other portions of the 
body. 
Although the actual cause of acne 
la not known, undoubtedly It is 
associated 
with 
some 
glandular 
change In the body. T hat change 
may accom pany poor hygienic hab­ 
it!. lack of exercise, lack of boily 
cleanliness, aa well as faulty diet 
and constipation. No one of these 
factors should be overlooked 
To have a good skin there should 
be daily evacuation. To this end 
it la wise to avoid fried and greasy 
foods, excessive quantities of salt, 
peppers, spices and pickles. Candy, 
p astries and rich desserts should 
not be Included in th e diet. The 
■offerer from acne should he en­ 
couraged to drink copious am ounts 
of w ater, at 
least 
six to eight 
glasses of w ater daily. He should 
m ake sure the diet, contains ade­ 
quate amount* of freah fruits and 
vegetables. 
Exposure to the sunlight Is bene- 
tid a l in m any form s of acne. The 
ultra-violet ray has a H oot hi ng and 
beneficial action in rem oving the 
tendency to these unsightly pim ­ 
ples. But It is hopeless to depend 
on 
sunlight or lam p treatm ents 
w ithout first correcting the under­ 
lying causes I have outlined. Clean­ 
liness of the skin, actually scrub 
bing It w ith soap and w ater, will 
do wonder*. 
As I have said, the condition ma> 
be associated w ith som e glandular 
disturbance so likely to be present 
in 
the 
growing 
and 
developing 
young person. This is especially so 
in young women. Som etim es the 
doctor may consider It advisable 
th a t certain glandular extracts he 
given. Of course, this m edication 
ran only be given under medical 
supervision.
